when 
he 
first 
formed 
the 
op inion that the food was u nfit; 
censu ring of the commissary gen­ 
eral (then Gen Eagan) for the too 
ex tensiv e p u rchases of the canned 
b eef as an u ntried ration ; censu re 
of Col. Mans, of Gen. Miles’ staff; 
the finding that the p ackers were 
not at fau lt and that the meats 
su p p lied to the army were of the 
same q u ality as those su p p lied to 
the trade generally , and the rec­ 
ommendation that no fu rther p ro­ 
ceedings will b e taken in the p rem­ 
ises. 
The conclu sion of the cou rt ad­ 
v erse to fu rther p roceedings b ased 
u p on the charges is as follows : 
4‘It has b een dev elop ed in the

countr y have found it pr ofitable in 
var ious' ways to set apar t a by no means 
unimpor tant por tion of their space for 
the pur pose of a mess r oom or dining 
hall for their employes. 
Wher e the 
employes include member s' of 
both 
sexes separ ate r ooms ar e pr ovided. 
The question now ar ises: Would it 
not be still mor e pr ofitable* to the 
pr incipals of lar ge fir ms gener ally to 
pr ovide fr ee lunches, for those 
em­ 
ployed by them? One fir m in London 
employing about 7 0 hands in its fac­ 
tor y has alr eady decided to give a fr ee 
tea, the deter mination being based on 
business ideas r ather than on philan­ 
thr opic pr inciples. 
“ 
The tea will cost ueso much,” r ea­ 
son the pr incipals, “ 
but our wor k­ 
people will r emain on the pr emises, 
and ther e will be less time lost in leav- 
and r ecommencing wor k. 
In 
they can stay in 
the 
war m 
nd in summer they can walk 
about our own piece of land. 
The 
mor ale will be better in any case, and 
at the ver y least we shall r eap mor e 
benefit than we could pur chase at the 
cost of the fr ee tea. A n d our employes 
will get a far better tea than 
they 
could affor d to buy outside.” 
Fr om a pur ely business point of 
view the question of fr ee lunch is well 
wor th the consider ation of lar ge em­ 
ployer s. 
The plan has been adopted 
by sever al big companies in the I nit- 
e<i States, so far as their lar ge cler ical 
staff is concer ned, and is wor king ver y 
successfully. Her e, also, philanthr opy 
enter s to a ver y small degr ee into the 
tr ansaction. 
A dining-r oom is set apar t for the 
cler ks, who go to lunch in par ties 
at stated times. 
The food is pr epar ed 
011 the pr emises? by an exper ienced 
cook, and, on r eaching the dining­ 
r oom, is car ved by a car ver and handed 
to the cler ks by waiter s. 
Both the 
food and attendance ar e much supe­ 
r ior to what the m en could expect 
fr om such r estaur ants as their means 
would allow them to patr onize, while 
the r oom is as exclusive as a club, no 
visitor s being admitted dur ing the 
luncheon time. 
The time allowed for this midday 
meal is r educed to half an hour , but 
as ther e is 110 waiting or jour neying 
to a r estaur ant the men do not in the 
least complain. 
In fact, a'though in 
one fir m the employes may go out to 
lunch if they choose, it is ver y seldom 
that anyone takes advantage if the op­ 
tion. 
Despite the cost, the employer s* ar e 
well satisfied with the r esult. The sav­ 
ing o-f half an hour per day 011 each 
man’s, time goes« a long way towar d re*- 
couping them for the outlay. 
Then, 
as* in the case of the London fir m pr e­ 
viously mentioned, ther e is not so 
much time wasted in r ecommencing 
wor k. 
Finally, the men ar e not subject to 
the temptation to spend their time in 
the public house, especially in wet 
weather , and, having had 
a 
good 
lunch, go to wor k with that contented 
fr ame of mind which a good squar e 
meal gener ally induces.

Lena Babst, a 15-year-old girl, is 
under the special care of a St. 
Louis physician. 
She is ill and 
may never recover, says the St. 
Louis Republic. 
About eight miles irom Lensburg 
and about six miles from Ballwin, 
August Smit, 
30 years old, 
a 
wealthy farmer, is held a prisoner 
in his own home by several hale 
and hearty farmers, who are armed 
with shotguns. He is charged with 
exerting a hypnotic influence over 
the girl and forcing her while un­ 
der this spell to lose her reason. 
Smit lives with his mother on 
one of the largest farms near the 
NIonroe and St. Clair county lines. 
He is a medium sized man and has 
small black eyes, dark hair and 
mustache. 
He was educated in a 
St. Louis college. 
Five years ago 
he was considered a very eligible 
young man and kept company 
with Edna Dower. It was thought 
by the neighbors that they were 
engaged. 
One evening while attending a 
house party, Smit volunteered, it 
is said, to try his art of liypnotism, 
which, he said, 
he had learned 
while going to school 
Several of 
the young girls volunteered as sub­ 
jects, but he chose his sweetheart, 
it is claimed. 
He seated her in a 
chair in the center of the parlor 
and darkened the room. 
For five 
minutes he passed his hands before 
Iier face and then stroked her head, 
neck and arms. 
She fell into the 
hypnotic spell, it is alleged, with­ 
out any difficulty. 
She complained of a severe head­ 
ache after the party and asked to 
be taken home. 
The next morning she was acting 
strangely. 
She thought she was 
under the power of a hypnotist. 
A physician only afforded the girl 


temporary relief. 
During rati 
spells she would speak of the pa 
at which she is said to have bee 
hypnotized. 
Smit was waited upon by the 
irate parents of the girl, but never 
could they secure an admission or 
denial from him that he was the 
cause of the girl’s delusion. 
Sev­ 
eral months later Ella Hurte, 18 
years old, who had gone with Smit 
to a picnic, was hypnotized by him, 
it is said. 
She became ill a week 
later. 
Her 
parents 
after this 
moved with the girl to Memphis. 
She has not been heard from since. 
Similar experiences were those 
of Mary Sauff, a seamstress, who 
did soimi work at the Smit home, 
and Olga Weber and Nellie Hoehl. 
Charles Ourbet, a young farm 
hand, is also 
one 
of the per­ 
sons whose occasional illness is 
charged to the door of Smit. 
Our­ 
bet had worked on the Smit farm 
and had asked Smit to teach him 
the art of hypnotism. 
Several months ago the Babst 
family moved near the Smit home. 
The girl was fascinated by Smit, 
and they became fast friends. Two 
weeks ago they rode to church in 
an open rig. 
When the girl arriv­ 
ed at the church she told several of 
her friends that she had been hyp­ 
notized. 
Eight days ago the girl 
began to act strangely. 
Tue news 
traveled swiftly and a crowd of 
men gathered at the Babst home. 
They decided they would have the 
girl sent over to St, Louis and 
there placed under the care of a 
specialist. 
During this time the farmers 
agreed to watch the Smit home, to 
see that he made no attempt to 
leave. 
The watch has been kept 
up day and night since.
